PlMkOH* ANOi SUOOESSFUL WORK BT ENO- 

U8H Divers. 

(Liverpool Journal of Comniertte). 
Tlie iiiiglibh i.li%'ora hikI Ca|itaii» U. 
F. Stereni, Lloyd'a nurveyor, have 
juut. returned from the liealthy ialaud 
of Graud Onnury, after raising a huui 
of HO less than £^0,000. Thiti amount 
WAS lying Uuritsd 153 feet deep, about 
A mile from the southeniniost litnit of 
the Island of Gr«ud Canary. It went 
down about two yoars ago in the brand 
new Sjianish ateaiiier called tint Al- 
phoDBO XT I . The Hteanior had on 
bound §100,000 worth of SpaniMli dol- 
ItrM OH their way to Cuba. Tlicy wen? 
five dollar gold pieces, and wei-e sjjeci 
■ •lly'"«)iiwd*ftrr the tri|),' amfr being thn 
Ottly five dollar gold jiieces bearing tbo 
year 1884. Tlio iiiKuranoe on tho 
Hionoy was efleclod at IJoyd'H, and whh 
paid over to the insurers after the ruK- 
iil foundered. After a lapse of over a 

J ear Oaptain R. H. Stevens and three 
■nglish diven were sent out to Grand 
Canary to try and recover tho sunken 
treasure. They aueceeiled in bringing 
up nine boxes containing specie of llin 
value of 10,000 eiicli, l.utl hn t.nnih 
box coulcl noljbe foutid, luid thii dii'fiw 
bad to come away without it. The 
dangers and difiioulties which were en- 
countered and overcome in the under- 
taking were of the most extraordinary 
faature. Tho money ivhh in the mail- 
room, almost at tho bolioin of the ship. 
The deck had to be forceil by explo- 
■ioB, and when the luail-room was 
raaobed, tbo plucky divers bad to haul 
th* boxes from one dock to the other 
nhtil' tba top deck of the vessel was 
reached, Not only bravery, but [)ati- 
•nee and persHVOrance had to be e.xer- 
eised, ai testified by thn fact, that tin: 
divers were nine inoniliR on the island 
before they had completed their task. 
The wreck lay on a ridge of rock, and 
on« Qf the fears entertained before the 
explosion was effected was that the 
force might precipitate the vessel to al- 
most fathoinleBB de|)thn. FortiuiHiely 
the fear« were not realizinl, l)ut tint ex- 
plosion »ent to the Hurf.'tce tiioii^iundii 
of dead fish. Another dilliculty — itnd 
probably the greatest the divtuti hrd 
to encounter — was the extrenie |ire« 
sure of tho watnr at »o gi'ewt >\ .l.'|ii,li. 
The two principal div.iru wcict numcd 
Lambert and 'J a iter. The gallHiil fel- 
lowH were nioHt eniliiiHitiHi ic in their 
work, and on one oecesion Lambert re 
mainerl longer beneath the water thnn 
was judioiouB, and when pulled to the 
■nrfaoe he was found to bo paraly/.ed 
in both legs. This was at the time 
when about i: •♦0,000 luid been recover- 
ed, and, wotwitlmtanding hi;i ininfor- 
tuno, tho bravi? fellow dcKceiided agnin 
and again until his elfortH were crown 
•d with Bucceas. The divers and sui- 
▼oyorare now in London, and it is 
probable, as the undertaking was of so 
extraordinary a nature and such a sue- 
•eiB, that the Rcientisis may be led to 
.e^KAiuine the oircutustaucea of the opor- 
Ation for future guidance

liltcrary Influence. 

Edwin P. Whipple, the Boston es- 
say i.st ami critic who died last week, 
represented a literary school which has 
well nigh died out in this country. He 
was one of the writers who, like Em- 
erson, bad a positive; vital influence 
on theyounfimen'ofahisiitSraa No one 
in reading Emerson's lectures, deliver- 
ed before various bodies ia Now Eng- 
land over forty year.s ago, can get any 
adequate idea of the e.tciteinerit which 
these adilreHscH jiroduced among tho 
Hcholat-ly young men of Now England. 
The/ wore not only marked by deep 
thought and great earndstnees, but they 
had the stimulating quality which be- 
lo'-gH to all of Carlyle's best work. To 
tlu young and ardent atudent they 
seemed to serve as an ini]iulse lo a 
higher and bettor culture, and those 
who enjoyed tbe privilege of listening 
lo tjiein declared that no eloquence of 
the most gifted of our latter-day or 
ator.s ever swayed great audiences as 
the utterance of Fmevsou moved tho 
voting men at colhige coiiunencemenla 
and alumni gatherings, in a lewser de- 
gree tho same may be said to be true 
of Whipple. He was primarily an 
educator, b'or many years his services 
were in demand as a speaker at tbe 
annual ineeting.H of literary aooietioM of 
various New Hni^land colleges. For 
these and oilier occasions b(^ wrote 
much of the material which tills the 
half dozen volumes of e.ssayb that bear 
his name. While these adresses usual- 
ly had tho masters of literature for 
their subjects, the speaker never fail- 
ed to show the liuiiian side of the auth- 
or and the intluenc(! which he e.xerted 
upon contemporary life ami ihought. 
U\ this wav his productions had an 
educational value far above their liter- 
ary merit. It is true that they appeal- 
ed chiefly to tho young and enthusias- 
tic, whose ideals had not. been shatter- 
ed by rudo contact with actual life, 
but tho same may be said of Oarlyle. 
It is doubtful whether any mature 
man can read Carlyle'a essays with the 
zest that be devoured them as a col 
lege student. The point of view is 
changed and the ajipeals which were 
wont to .stir the blood like a bugle 
blast have somehow lost their force. 
Hut tbe younger generation is sub 
Htantially unchanged, and so long as it 
retains freshness of feeling and warmth 
of enlbuaiasm will the works of 
Whipple be read with interest. 

The appeal Slice of Janies KuHsell 
Lowell as an essayist in tbe new 
Princeton Review is a literaiy event 
of con.siileraiilo iiiti'tesi. Mr. Lowell 
did some admirable work in tho way of 
occasional itddresses while Minister of 
England, notably the memorial address 
at the unreilisg of a atatue of Burns; 
but of pare literary work ho accom- 
pliblind uf'xt to nothing during tho 
years in which he delighted Knglish- 
iiiHU by the ftdicily of his uftcr cliiiiier 
speeches. His article on (iray, there- 
fore, marks a new epoch in his life, and 
it is hoped that it ia an 6arneat of 
more to come, Lowell's reputation and 
influence furnish one of the anomalies 
of literature. He is one o£ th" writers 
of whom the great raajoricr of even 
well-aducated people liave read much 
but know little. By virtue of his poetry 
as well aa bia critical essayi ha ought 
to be one of the most popular and 
widely r«ad of Aiufirican authors, but 
ho is not. The work of Longfsllow and 
Whittior is far better known than that 
of Lowell, y«t there is no question that 
much of Lowell's verse is superior to 
all but the best of the two New, Eng- 
land poete, , If . Lowell jiad written 
nothing but "Tbe Viiion of Sir Laun- 
fal," "Tho Waihers of the Shroud" 
and the noble "Commemoration Ode" 
hs would taki". raiilt ^tmoiig the tirat of 
tho poi'Ls of ihu bitter half of the niiir- 
tsenlb coiitui v. ^'i;t any onn familiar 
with his writings knows that his min- 
or writings are all worthy of study. 
He is mainly known for his poorest 
work- "The Bigolow Wpers" — which, 
while it showed rare humor and com- 
luauil ever the diflicultiox of the Nsw 
liugland dialect, was still written for 
a purpose and written very hastily. To 
\if> known ehiefly by non-literary 
pfiopln AS the author of this sarcastic 
vurso is ft fats soinewhat akin to that 
of Bayard Taylor, who wished to be 
rPOOgiiii'.'>d as a poet mid who wns al- 
wayn priiclaimml an a great travnler. 
We doubt whfillier ]joweir."( .several 
voliiiiic.i of p.isay* and reviews are 
kiiovTii to the general reader as wall as 
Btedman'fl recent essays, contributed to 
a popular magazine and discussed V>y 
alt tbo critics, yet of their value there 
can be no oouipari»on. LowcO hsa 
more merit in one of his essays lliau 
would serve for an entire volume of 
gtedman. 

It 18 perhap."! a crrtaiii cM-ole.MsnesH of 
conternporary opinion together with 
freedom from tbe nsccssily of writing 
for money, which has prevented Low- 
flll from assuming the foremost place 
in American liteiature, which i.s his 
right. To compare hira with the liter- 
ary men of iDfalle'r itathrt who (111 10 
largb part u> the public attention to- 
day is ImiiorouH, as there ia no 
basis of comparison. His influenco 
ouffbt to be far more lasting than 
theirs, tlespito tlui fact that they enjoy 
.1 brief po[iuliiii ity which he never gain- 
ed. It would b« interesting in this 
tonneution to trace the causes of the 
i'booins'!.whi9h eaany Afneriean writers 
bilvp '.^iij|by.«<l la^t thirty 



years and the sudden ooilapie winch 
has generally befallen them. Two re- 
cent examples are "The Fool's Errand" 
and "The IJread-Winners." One was 
hoisted into proniineuoe by a Presi- 
dential campaign, while the other was 
{itaa fHotitipus ImportAnoa' by the 
treuble between labor and ' capital. 
Neither, in spite of ths great vogue 
enjoyed, what can bo called literature, 
and ten years hence both will probably 
be forgotten. The same nmy be said of 
the novels of the late "Hugh Uoa- 
wAv," and of hii disciple, "Sidney 
Luaka." They strike the popular faney, 
tired of tho wearisome analysis of 
Henry James and Iiik school, but they 
contain uona of tho alemnnts which in- 
sure immortality for a literary work. 
When one surveys tho literary deld for 
a generatten, it is surprising how few 
works in a decade can be pronounced 
classics, and kow large ' tbe numV'^r 
which are purely ephemeral — for tlm 
day only, like the DiAga«:ino or tke 
newspaper. — F. Chronicle.

The latest reports from the niaiulitial 
apeak of the governniunl ticket uh likely 
to be returned U>v Now Wustininstar dis- 
trict, and if the'' other oountica to be 
hesrd from " reseinblH iu loniper those 
■whose voices are iilreHily known, tho vic- 
tory will be more brilliant than any yet 
known and the most efi'uotivo answer to 
those who bewailed the policy of the 
pruBt'iit yovorntuunt iiiul fiiLsuly prophe- 
sied its coinplote colluuae, ri'Korviiig the 
main strentth of tlioir abuse fur that most 
■Dcoessful of all measures — tho Settle- 
ment Bill. With no uncertain sound are 
the constituencies declaring their ap- 
proval of that policy and also selecting 
the beat men, who of necessity en- 
dorse the preBCnt adininiatration . 
While it wuulil perhaps be invidioua 
to weigh tho isental calibre of one 
house a>;ainat another, it can bo safely 
said that a review of tho i^overnmout 
tickets of all the districts will show that 
the present house would by no means 
suffer from euoh a comparison; and from 
this fact alone can be drawn tho j^unran- 
teo that the requiremonta of tho country 
will receive mature, experienced and in- 
telligeat consideration.

■soretary ever did. Ue talked quite un- 
necessarily about the Arms Act Continu- 
ance bill being for the prevention of on 
rolled bodies of arnuHl uion in the north 
of Ireland, and is ri^ported to have said 
that thepolicoooulddisarin theUraiigemen 
in Ulster iu twenty-four hours. If these 
statements were true, it was still nvoat 
imprudent in an Irish chief secretary, 
like Mr. Morley, to givn them public 
Hipresaicui. They have been iicee|)to(l 
BS a chnliengo. Lamentable aa these 
riots have been, if tlioy i^pon the 
eyet of Mr. Mnrloy and other inomliers 
of the government to t he faclrt that there 
are two utterly hostile parties in Irulnnd, 
and that the Protestants and loyalists, 
high and low, liberal and cnnaervativB, 
will never eonsent, under home rule pro 
tonoes, to be placed at the rnorcy • f the 
Irish iiationaliBtB, who never have t(jr 
them a good word, they may not have, 
after nil, bneii an unmixed evil. The 
bl'.'cd that has been shed is much to ho 
regretted; but if the lesion it teaches ho 
taken to heart by Mr. Morley and other 
oDloiala who have perHOiided thnniBelvoH 
that tho iiBtioiialiHt.s aro aloiio worthy of 
consideration in Ireland, it may pruvuiit 
the spilUng of muoh more. Wt^ 
hope that it will be now fully un 
derstnod that, if nocessary to protect 
their riglits of Itriliali citizenship, thu 
Orangoineii will light, and so will u great 
many other pooplu who are not ()ranc;o-- 
nien, but are really aa good Lilxiriila aa 
the present Irish Chief iSooretary, and 
know the North of Ireland a great deal 
better. As it is now the fashion to quote 
Burke, though on tho part of tho Mini- 
sters in a aeiiau directly contrary to all 
the spirit of hia teuehini^, wo may reiiiiiul 
them that he declared the humblost per- 
son defending .himself from what ho re- 
garded as injustice and oppression to be 
an object reapeotable in the eyes both of 
God and man.

For tho tirat time in tho history of our 
new aottloineiit a general holiday was ob- 
aorved hy all ilie aotllerH on lat .luly, it 
being Uominion day. l''or scjuio time pre 
riously a aubscriptiou list was left open at 
Mr. McQuillon's store and the result haa 
been that a very liberal sum of money

to all the wiunera at llio gamea that were 
engaged iu on the oceaaioii. The place

Running, jumping, 
and an Indian horse race wore 
indulged in before noon, at which 
time It began to rain and the crowd re- 
paired to the dining rooms of the poat 
ufhce store, where a sumptuous lunch h.ui 
been prepared by Mr. Saunders, and of 
which nearly one hundred partook. 
Thoae who were dry quenched their 
thirst at the iinmeuae jars of delicious 
lemonade furnished by Mr. McQuillon 
fur the occasion. As the weather con- 
tinued wet in the afternoon many of the 
games bad to be abandoned, with the ex- 
ception of a canoe race on the river, 
which waa watchud by the crowd with 
much iuteroat. After some \ ery good 
high jumping having been engaged in In 
front of tile post office, tho company repair- 
ed to the large barn on tho ccnnpuny's farui 
where dancing waa engaged in by those 
fond of tliat recreation, the Indians also 
going throiiyh several of their dances, 
much to tho amusMinent of all the whitua 
present.

A correspondoiit of the lioiuloii Tiiiiea, 
writing from Catania, May 2-1, says; — 
"Wo loft here about 3 o'clock (six of us, 
English) Saturday afternoon, and drove 
to Nioolosi, whioh we. reached about 5 
o'clock, and got mules and went up to 
the Bceiio. There were crowds of people 
going there, but wo took a dillorent road 
and wont up much higher tlniu the gen- 
orai crowd. We had a guide with us, and 
afier about three houra' climbing we got 
to within a couplu of miles of thu crater 
itself. It is at tho side of Etna, you 
know, not near the top, that this erup- 
tion liaa broken out, and wo got on to a 
bit of hi!<li grinind overlooking the whole 
aconi). It waa atill ibiyllghi when we got 
up there, so that we saw tho whide thing 
by daylight. We then settled ouraelvea 
down to dinnor, which wo had broui{ht 
with us from Oatania, and of course it waa 
soon dark, and here we Were comfortably 
' feeding ' boforo tho

I over saw in my life. It is perfectly im- 
possible to describe it, as no one can have 

any conception of what it is likn until 

ihoy Bee it, and idao until they see it from 
whero we did, which wan <in high grouiid 
overlooking nearly iho whole id u. At the 
top la tliis eiuuiuous crater tlirowiug out 
llamea, and ihiowiiig up stonoa Eoincluin- 
dreds of yards, with a ountiuual roar like 
any number of battles going on, and just 
below is another mouth from whicli the 
lava coiuea, travidliiig at a t reMieudoua 
pace. It di viilea into aeveral at l eamn aiii! 
ioUiiwa tho valley. Now, iiuagiiie from 
where wo were that night, with our backa 
to Catania, what wo saw; On o>ir right 
this enormous flame going hundreds of 
feet into the air, making the whole sky 
bright rod, and all down past us from our 
rli;h(, and eMeiuliilg down miles to tho 
left, Bireama of red-hot lava moving down- 
wardd in a maaa for iiillea, and looking 
like

The width across the lava where we were 
was, perhaps, three or four miles, and it 

started about two milca above ua and 
Howi-d some four uiilea or ao below uk, ao 
you niuat luniouie a fiea of angry, reil hot 
lava ll vo or hl.\ milea liiiig and throe or 
four wide, and about thirty or forty foet 
deep, but all of it bright red. You can 
judgu whether it was a Bi;;ht worth see- 
ing. I would not have missed it for 
worlda. Tho laia ia nor liquid, as moat 
people Buppiiee, but eoOEi-itH of many mil 
lions of largu and small blocks of rocky- 
looking bttill rolling oiiwardd. We saw 
one huge rock of old lava Ntaiidlug in the 
middle of tho stream of lava, which wua 
divided by it and ran around it. The 
rock wasabout the size of (aay) tjaidoiilum 
church, and aa this r.ick auddenly split 
into two purtu, the auuiller half cruuiijled 
uj), and the other half waa carried bodily 
dinvn with tho stream, slowly and steadily. 
We watched it until wo left, and it umved 
about three-quarters of a mile in about 
three-quarters of an hour. We waited 
there until nearly midnight, as we could 
not venture down until tho moon g-it up, 
and then w» roluctautly left this mag- 
nlticent aight, which, aa 1 loll you.

of. As WO wont up w« had all ^lJlle into 
a little house to see it, and walked around 
it and thought it was unpleasantly close 
to the laVa. Well, aa we oame down thin 
house was in llamea and caught. hy the 
stream. In many places we had to take 
different patha, ao quickly had the lava 
aproad as it came dov,n,and fmrn below 
it IS awful (quite close to it^to aue tliia 
maas, thirty or forty feet high, coming 
alowly towards ycru. I brought a piece 
of red hot lava down with mo, which the 
guide got hold of for me, as I could not 
get it niyaclf, it waa so fearfully hot I 
could not go close pnough . Wo put wire 
round it, and I carried it down on the 
end of my stick. In fact wo each brought 
a bit down, and also some ashes nr cinders 
which rained down on ua whenever the 
wind waa our way. We got bad; to 
Catania ut about -1:10 a m. \\\\ v.'ero up 
near the crater nearly four liiiura. We 
saw other ]ieople go up (o ae.i the lower 
end of tho lava, atuy tliere a few miniiie.-i, 
and go down again; but liie way to do it 
is to go right high up, arriving by day- 
light, and then stay there to see it by 
night and watch the changes going on. 
It was glorious."
